Will Succeed Prof. HAIeey As Repre- 
sentative From Arts and 
8cience Department. 

Early this week announcement was 
made of the appointment of Prof. Hen* 
ry Grattan Doyle to the Board of Man- 
agers, to succeed Prof. Halsey as rep- 
resentative of the Arts and Science 
Department. Prof. Doyle has been 
prominent in the activities of the Uni- 
versity ever since he came here in the 
fall of 1916, so that his appointment 
is heralded as an indication of the Uni- 
versity’s progress in the promotion of 
Student Activities. v 

Prof. Doyle served on the Board of 
Managers last year before ^e-organiza- 
tion, as the Columbian College repre- 
sentative. The new member stated 
he intended “to continue to follow his 
policy of standing for a bigger and 
better G. W. U. each year,” and this 
statement has been borne out by his 
unceasing efforts in behalf of the Uni- 
versity. 

Prof. Doyle is a Harvard man, receiv- 
ing the degree of A. B. there in 1911 
and the A. M. degree in 1912. Follow- 
ing this, he taught French and Spanish 
at Harvard for three years, after which 
he came to George Washington to 
teach the same subjects He is a mem- 
ber pf the Harvard Clubs of Boston, 
New York and Washington. 

Since his graduation from Harvard, 
Prof. Doyle has been actively engaged 
in a number of educational organiza- 
tions and movements. He is now pres- 
ident of the newly organized Faculty 
Club of George Washington; national 
vice president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Teachers of Spanish; and on 
the 'Staff of the Journal of Education, 
published at Boston. He is “Modern 
Language” Editor. 

Prof. Doyle is also a member of the 
.Modern Language Association, Ameri- 
can Association of University Proless- 
ors, American Dialect Society, and the 
International Phonetic Association.

Spirit — Two Kinds 

The Freshman meeting for the election of class officers was char- 
acterized by one thing — a great deal of* spirit. Twp kinds of spirit; 
first, a deep and sincere interest; the kind that js seldom seenf at Geoyge 
Washington class meetings; the second, questionable v sportmanship and 
methods. The first is Jcommendable. The classes at the Uni verity may 
well take an example from it. The second is entirely against the tra- 
ditions of the University. Poor sportsmanshjf) and upjter class inter- 
ference has no place at the University. It is difficult to say which is 
th^ greater of the two evils- But if one is worse than the other, it is 
upper class manipulation of candidates, votes and methods. This par- 
ticularly can not be charged to the freshmen but to the upper classmen 
who interject their unwelcome influence into the election. Those men 
delegated from the Student Council or the Board of Managers to con- 
duct the meeting are the only upper classmen who had any just author- 
ity to participate in the meeting. We can but charge the freshmen, and 
and only' a part of them, with poor sportsmanship. This n^ust be cor- 
rected. In/ fact, it is hoped it will correct itself when the freshmen have 
been in the' University long enough to feel the force of G. W, traditions 
and what they mean. But the conditions whereby upper classmen inter- 
fere with fireshfnan elections will not correct itself. It must and should 
be stolpped. If you are a G. W. man or woman, you will make it your 
business to seie that future ejections of any sort are free from question. 
You will provide that mistakes are not reepated and that so far as 
possible poor sportsmanship and unwarranted interference is prohibited.
